The  school  board  meets  twice  a 
month  at  the  junior  high;  these  meet- 
ings are  open  to  the  public.

Although  sometimes  the  past  year 
hasn't  seemed  extraordinarily  exciting, 
there  were  many  notable  events,  both  at 
home  and  abroad. 

The  Iranian  crisis,  which  was  carried 
over  from  last  year,  was  finally  resolved 
as  all  hostages  were  accounted  for  and 
were  sent  home.  This  turn  of  events 
happened  just  as  President  Jimmy  Car- 
ter left  office  and  his  seat  was  filled  by 
actor-turned-governor  Ronald  Reagan.

Congress  permitted  billions  of  dollars 
to  be  poured  into  the  military,  and  the 
Chrysler  Corporation  was  working  to 
bail  itself  out  of  bankruptcy,  creating  a 
new  vehicle  known  as  the  "K"  car. 

Drought  created  problems  in  the  East 
and  many  Florida  residents  looked 
down  to  see  their  sports  cars  being 
swallowed  up  by  monstrous  sinkholes. 

Most  eyes  were  turned  to  the  skies, 
however,  when  America  launched  the 


world's  first  reusable  spacecraft,  the 
space  shuttle  Columbia.  Except  for  the 
loss  of  some  tiles  on  the  craft's  fuselage, 
the  mission  went  without  a  hitch. 

There  was  tragedy  this  winter  and 
spring  as  there  was  a  rash  of  handgun 
attacks  on  world  figures.  Both  President 
Reagan  and  Pope  John  Paul  survived 
assassin's  bullets  while  in  New  York  for- 
mer Beatle  John  Lennon  was  killed.  Dur- 
ing this  time  there  was  a  flurry  of  argu- 
ments concerning  handgun  control.  The 
debate  still  goes  on.

Everyone  headed  for  Fort  Wayne  as  The 
Cars,  AC-DC,  and  The  Commodores 
appeared  at  the  Memorial  Coliseum. 
AC-DC,  REO  Speedwagon,  and  John 
Lennon  were  all  high  on  the  music 
charts.  Also,  everyone  seemed  high  on 
wearing  various  designer  jeans. 

Manchester  High  School  will  never  be 
the  same.  The  west  stairwell  is  pink,  and 
Mr.  Shepherd,  Mrs.  Holsinger,  Mr.  Tru- 
man Miller,  Mrs.  Jagger,  and  Mr.  Hritz 
will  not  be  back.  And,  of  course,  the 
mighty  class  of  '81  will  not  return.
